SMALL CHANCE. 
A SCARCITY OF THE COMMUDITT. 
Special Dispatch to The Cage Triowne. 

Wasurnorton, D. C., April 26.—A steady stream 
of applicants for silver currency continues daily 
at the Treasury. Department, each person pre- 
senting a small amount of fractional currency 
for redemption. The sum already paid out here, 
including that forwarded te other points where 
there is no Assistant Treasurer, by express, ex- 
ceeds $200,000. The shipments by express will 
be small hereafter, as the Treasurer has begun 
making remittances by means of checks drawn 
on the various Assistant Treasurers, pavabie in 
silver. The amount thus remitted in this way 
is more than $100,000. The total amout paid 
out at all offices to date is not fer from 
$600,000. This amount has had no perceptible 
effect in relieving the smali-change famine, and 
the silver thus far paid out seems te have been 
to a considerable extent 

HOARDED 

by those who have received it, instead of having 
gone into the circulation. This is believed by 
Treasury officials to be the result of the method 
of distribution provided by Congress. The

Judge Don has finally overruled the 
motions for a new trial and for arrest of 
judgment in the case of Mr. Mokxx, senior 
proprietor of the Globe-Democrat, convicted 
of whisky frauds ; after which the Court pro- 
ceeded to pass sentence, which is two years 
in the County Jail and a fine of $10,000. Me- 
Kerr's lawyer, Judge Krum, asked a stay of com. 
mitment unt l a petition to Washington asking 
for a remission of the imprisonment part of 
the sentence could be heard from, and the Court 
granted astay of two weeks, requiring the 
defendant to give additional bond of $20,000. 
It is doubtful whether the President will 
interfere in the matter. He has been so 
sternly determined to punish the whisky 
thieves that he has no bowels of compassion 
for any of the fraternity, not even if they 
are newspaper publishers or good deacons in 
the church. The sentence is a severe one,— 
unexpectedly so; very few people in St. 
Louis thought the punishment would exceed 
sixty days in jail and a moderate fine. But 
Judge Du. Lon is no respecter of persons. The 
high must be punished as severely as the low, 
more so, if any difference, as they had 
leas cause for temptation, and were bound by 
their position to set an example. Mok 
wasarich man and did not need any money 
wrongfully obtained. He was a respected 
and influential citizen, and the establishment 
of his guilt shocked the entire community. 


Massachusetts Republicans met in State 
Convention in Boston yesterday, and nomi- 
nated delegates-at-large to the Cincinnati 
Convention. The list is made up of the 
Hon. R. H. Dana, the Hon. E. R. Hoar, 
Joun M. Fonnzs, and President Cnabnobnxx, 
of Williams College. Of these, three—Dana, 
Forses, and CHapBouRNE—are presumed to 
be for Bristow, while Hoar favors Buarne as 
first choice. Present indications lead to the 
belief that nearly the entire delegation from 
the Bay State will be for Bristow on the first 
ballot. The Congressional District delega- 
tions, like the delegates-at-large, being 
mostly uninstructed, may, however, at 
first divide their support with Brame. 
The delegates elected yesterday are 
men of the highest prominence, socially and 
morally, Mr. Dana's selection being a fitting 
rebuke to those Senators who made them- 
selves disoreditably prominent in opposing 
his confirmation for the London mission. 
The Convention was notabie in many re- 
spects. Chief among these was the fact that 
there was neither Buritzr nor Butlerism in 
it. If there were, it is certain that they 
dared not show their heads. It was also a 
working body, and not a talking one, the 
members going about the business which 
they were expected to transact and adjourn- 
ing promptly when that work was finished. 
The place-hunters were compelled to eccupy 
back seats. 


THE FUNDING BILL. 

Now that a Funding bill has been intro- 
duced into the House of Representatives by 
so sterling a representative of the Democracy 
as Mr. Fernanpo Woop, it is to be hoped that 
a majority of that body will consent toa 
proper consideration of the subject. As far 
back as the very opening of the present Con- 
gress the Secretary of the Treasury pointed 
out in his report the obvious advantage to be 
obtained from offering for sale at this time a 
new bond bearing a low rate of interest, with 
which to take up the outstanding 5-20 bonds 
bearing 6 per cent interest. The $500,000,- 
000 of 5 per cent bonds issued in exchange 
for the 6 per cents having been exhausted, 
and the financial condition of the money- 
markets of the world warranting the belief 
that 44 per cent bonds can be readily sold 
if made to run thirty years, the Secretary 
urged upon Congress the necessity for an im- 
mediate authorization of a new issue of bonds 
under the latter condition. But Congress has 
delayed all these months to pass the neces- 
sary legislation. It would seem as though 
this delay is a perverse and mali- 
cious effort to cripple the Government 
at the expense of the Republican Ad- 
ministration, or at the best to deprive the 
Government of an opportunity of saving 
$7,500,000 a year in the fear that the Repub- 
lican Administration may enjoy the credit 
therefor. This is smallness of infinitesimal 
degree. It may not be carried any further 
without reacting upon the Democrats who 
are responsible for it. If they shall refuse 
altogether to authorize the exchange of 
$500,000,000 in 4) per cent bonds for the 
outstanding 6 per cent bonds, the charge will 
lie against them of having deliberately rob- 
bed the people of $7,500,000 a year for par- 
tisan purposes, and this charge will be urged 
against them without favor during the Presi- 
dential campaign. 

The only objection worthy of consideration 
which we have ever heard against this prop- 
osition to fund $500,000,000 of the national 
debt is that it is intended (by maintaining 
the present sinking-fund system) to pay off 
the entire public debt before the expiration 


the time the law was passed, but also on 
the amount of the sinking fund, which in- 
creases from year to year. To continue this 
system will be to constantly increase taxation 
until the debt should be entirely discharged ; 
and as the debt grows smaller, instead of 


thirty years. This objection to the funding 
is consequently not a good one. But, mean- 
while, the funding itself will practically pro- 
vide a sinking fund of considerable magni- 
tude. A saving of $7,500,000 of gold inter- 
est for thirty years would be a practical re- 
duction of the debt by $225,000,000 within 
that time, or a saving of that amount in 
taxes, which is materially the same thing. 

It is earnestly to be hoped that no parti- 
san feeling may be permitted to defeat this 
funding scheme. We are willing that the 
Democrats shall receive a full share of the 
credit for putting it into operation. Cer- 
tainly if it fails to go into operation the 
Democrats will have to pay their share of 
the excessive taxation which the continued 
payment of $7,500,000 in interest that might 
be saved will necessitate. Once before, as 
Mr. Boutwz11 relates, the delay of Congress 
defeated the Government in a similar advan- 
tage. This was just preceding the Franco- 
Prussian War, when a plethora of money in 
the markets of Europe would have enabled 
the United States to place a 4} per cent loan ; 
but it was thought by some persons that even 
a lower rate might be secured, and, before 
this phase of the question had been discussed 
and canvassed, war was declared by NaPoLEon 
and the opportunity was lost. 80 
it may be at the present. time, if 
the Democrats occasion needless delay. A 
European war is not among the impossibili- 
ties. There is almost a certainty that $500,- 
000,000 bonds can be placed now at 4} per 
cent running for thirty years; it is not un- 
likely that the Rornsch s, or some other great 
bankers of Europe, would organize a Syndi- 
cate to take the whole amount in exchange 
for the outstanding 6 per cents which are 
subject to the call of the Government. The 
prompt placing of such a loan would prepare 
the way for the funding of the remainder of the 
public debt at 4 per cent; the credit of the 
Government would be notably improved ; pri. 
vate credits in America would be likewise en- 
hanced; the people would save $7,500,000 
annually in taxes, and the effect in every re- 
spect would be salutary. Indeed, the merits 
of the proposition are so obvious that the 
bill should be passed in both Houses ef Con- 
gress almost without discussion. 


BUILDING A COURT-HOUSE. 

We understand that a business proposition 
will be made to the county for the building 
of a Court-House, with satisfactory guaranty 
as to its completion and its adequacy, for 
$2,100,000, or $400,000 less than the cost con- 
templated, and probably $2,000,000 less than 
the actual cost will be if the work goes on un- 
dor the usual official system. The gentlemen 
whose names are associated with this propo- 
6 tion are Mr. Boyrtnorton, the architect, Mr. 
Bovrox, the iron-founder, Messrs. Carrer 
Brothers, builders, and one other firm, all 
men of credit and character in their various 
callings. They are unquestionably prepared 
to give any security that may be demanded 
for the completion of the work according to 
the specifications of their plan, which is de- 
scribed elsewhere, and will enter into a bond 
not to demand any compensation above the 
contract price. As labor and material will 
be cheaper within the coming year 
than later, it is likely, that, if they 
should get the contract, they would 
hurry it forward in a business-like way 
with a view to making as large a margin of 
profit for themselves as they could in keep- 
ing with the character of the work they agree 
to do. The advantages, then, would be in 
getting a Court-House for, say, $1,000,000 
less and a couple of years sooner than if it 
be built under the ordinary official super- 
vision. 

We bespeak for this proposition a candid 
consideration at the hands of the County 
Board. It is universally conceded among 
tax-payers that the county, having authority 
to sell the necessary bonds, should assume 
the entire cost of the building, and charge 
the city arental equivalent to one-half the in- 
terest on the bonds issued for that p If 
this be done, the most direct and e¢onomical 
way of proceeding is to secure the erection of 
the building on one general contract, such as 
Messrs. Boyryaton and others now propose, 
in case the plans they submit are satisfactory 
to both city and county. This way will cut 
off the delay incident to the bickering and 
quarreling between city and county officials, 
and prevent the jobbery which past expe- 
rience warrants the people in anticipating in 
an enterprise of this magnitude. If the 
plans of Mr. Bormoron and his associates 
are such as to suit the purposes of both city 
and county, the County Board may do much 
to redeem itself before the people by accept- 
ing a business proposition of this kind. 

HIESTER CLYMER’S COMMITTEE. 

The Hon. Hera CLrunn, notwithstand- 
ng his high-sounding name and the promi- 
nent position he occupies in the farce of Dem- 
ocratic investigations, appears to be conspic- 
uous chiefly for his bungling of the Beuxnap 
business. The ex-Secretary of War certainly 
afforded him a remarkable opportunity of 
bringing himself before the country as a re- 
former of the most advanced type, and an 
avenger of public and political morals. No 
public event for years created such a sensa- 
tion as the fall of Be.xnap, and, in connec- 
tion with this fall, the Hon. Hrester CLrurn 
secured an immediate and widespread popu- 
lnrity as the instrument of justice who was to 
bring this prominent officer of the Govern- 
ment to a speedy and well-deserved retribu- 
tion. The moment, however, that he had 
established the charges against Beixnap, he 
bungled the case by allowing the only ma- 
terial witness to be released from the custody 
of his Committee and to escape to Canada, 
and, more than this, to carry away with him 
all the original papers and documents which 
were necessary to substantiate the charges 
against Berxwap and to _ corroborate 
the witness. Having discovered his 
blunder, he sought to repair it by inducing the 
witness to return, but without success, and 
it finally became necessary for the Repub- 
lican Administration to procure the presence 
of the witness in Washington that the Demo- 
cratic House might present Bexxwap for im- 
peachment. The presentation of the articles 
was then most unaccountably delayed and 
protracted. Week after week passed away, 
and nothing was done, but at last the slow- 
going Crrmer and his Committee succeeded 
in getting Betxnar before the bar of the 
Senate for trial. At this important juncture 
another unexpected episode occurs, growing 
out of Crymen’s bungling. The House of 
Representatives having filed its replications, 
Bxixxar makes his rejoinder, interposing a 
general demurrer, the last plea in which is 
of peculiar significance, touching the part 
played by the Hon. Hrester CLT, as well 
as the question of jurisdiction. In this 
plea, Brixnar sets forth the following 
remarkable facts: He resigned his posi- 
tion as Secretary of War on the 2d of 
March, and the President accepted his 
resignation, but he did not resign with the 


intention of evading any impeachment po- 


ceedings. He further avers that, as the testi- 
mony of the witness Manrsu reflected upon 
others who had been associated with him,— 
meaning Mrs. Berxnap,—he proposed that, if 
the Committee would suppress that part of 
the statement reflecting upon her, he would 
admit the receipt of the corruption funds 
from Mausu, although the accusation was not 
true,—a chivalric proffer of bloviation which 
the Committee declined to accept. The Hon. 
Hester Cirmer then took the very remark- 
able step of intimating to BreixnaP that he 
should move in the House for his impeach- 
ment unless he resigned his position before 
noon of the next day. The plea tells the 
rest : 

And said BxLxxAr, regarding this statement of said 
Ciymer, Chairman, as aforesaid, as an intimation 
that he, seid Be_unap, could, by thus resigning, avoid 
tue affliction inseparable from a protracted trial in « 
forum, which would attract the greatest degree of pub- 
lic attention, and the humiliation of availing himself 
of the defense, disclosed in said statement itself, which 
would cast blame upon said other person, he yielded 
to the suggestion made by said CLrmer, Chairman as 
aforesaid, believing that the same was made in good 
faith by the said Cymer, Chairman as aforesaid, and 
that he, said Beuxnar, would, by resigning his posi- 
tion as Secretary of War, secure the speedy dismisss) 
of said statement from the public mind, which said 
statement, though it involved no criminality on his 
part, was deeply painful to his feelings, and did resign 
his said position as Secretery of War at 10 o’clock and 
20 minutes in the forenoon of the 2d day of 
March, 1876; and at 11 o’clock in the fore- 
noon of the day and year last aforesaid he, 
said BevxnaP, caused said Committee to Be 
notified of his said redignation and of the acceptance 
thereof by tne President of the United States afore- 
said, all of which was in pursuance and consequence 
of the said suggestion so made by said CLYMER, 

It therefore appears from this plea that the 
Hon. Hrester Cuyrmer had guaranteed Brt- 
xxar immunity from impeachment if he would 
resign, or made him a proposition tanta- 
mount to that. In moving for the impeach- 
ment, therefore, the Hon. Hrester CiLYMER 
has been guilty of bad faith towards his 
friend, the ex-Secretary of War. It places 
him in an awkward dilemma. Either he is 
guilty of a blunder, or heisnot. He was 
either ignorantly making a covenant he could 
not fulfill, or he was agreeing to a con- 
tract which he knew he could not car- 
ry out. In the latter case, he was evi- 
dently intending to let Bxixwar down 
lightly in order to save his friend, Grn- 
TLEMAN Gronaz, who had become involved 
owing to his blundering ; but, having touched 
off the fuse, the whole magazine was bound 
to explode. The result of all this bungling 
of Crymen’s is that the impeachment trial is 
still dawdling along in the preliminaries, the 
Senate not yet having discovered whether it 
has jurisdiction in the premises, Democrat- 
ic reform seems to be of a twofold nature. 
It either seeks to damage the reputation of 
innocent and honorable gentlemen with the 
testimony of dead-beats and lunatics, taken 
without restraint in a star-chamber and dis- 
seminated abroad in Democratic newspapers ; 
or it fails where corruption is palpably evi- 
dent to be able to punish it, on account of 
the ignorance and bad management of the in- 
vestigators. 

THE CINCINNATI CONTEST. 

There are two or three points relative to 
the Cincinnati nominations which are worthy 
of notice on account of the almost unani- 
mous agreement that is accorded them by the 
leading Republican newspapers of the coun- 
try. One is, that the result of the election 
will, in all likelihood, turn upon the vote of 
New York State. The importance of this 
probability to the Cincinnati Convention is 
obvious from the fact that New York is now 
controlled by the Democrats, and that the 
present Governor of New York may be the 
nominee of the Democratic party. There 
was a class of men in that State at the elec- 
tion last fall who called themselves Trou 
Republicans; those men will vote for Tu- 
pen for President in preference to any Re- 
publican candidate who represents the 
abuses which first prompted them to 
go over to Ton. The next point is 
(and this is made with particular force 
in a recent article in Harper's Weekly) that 
personal purity in a candidate is not so much 
the demand of the reform element of the Re- 
publican party as his representative purity. 
That is, no one imagines for a moment that 
the Republican Convention will contemplate 
seriously the nomination of any man sus- 
pected of personal impurity, but that is not 
enough. The candidate, to be successful, 
must be conspicuously disassociated from 
those elements of the past which have drag- 
ged down the Republican party from the 
high and undisputed purity which dis- 
tinguished it for so many years. He must 
not only not be a corruptionist himself, but 
neither can he be an apologist for corruption- 
ists. Respectable mediocrity is not enough, 
but he must be a man who has demonstrated 
a capacity and displayed the requisite 
courage for fighting that class of plunderers 
who have fastened themselves upon the Re- 
publican party because it has been in con- 
trol of the public service. Harper's Weekly 
defines the situation as follows: 

“Claims” and “spotless character will not be 
enough for a candidate if they are not combined with 
an entire want of sympathy or association with the 
things that have defiled the Republican name, The 
most earnest desire of the masses of the Republican 
party is a thorough reform of administration, and to 
satisfy thet something more than party services 
is indispensable, especially when such services have 
tended to conceal the very evils which have aroused 
general distrust and indignation. Nowhere, we say, 
is this resolution of reform within the party stronger 
than in New York, But it is strong among the mass 
of the party, not among those who “run the ma- 
chinese.“ Now it is the mass of the party who cast the 
votes, They support the machine or they stay at 
home, And it is a small minority of that mass which 
determines the election, 

There is little doubt that this refers no- 
tably to Mr. Coxxtuxo, but it also includes 
to a large extent Messrs. Morton and Bram. 
With the exception of the charges against the 
last-named, there has been no thought that 
either of those gentlemen has been personally 
corrupt, or partaken of the plunder incident 
to the long tenure of office enjoyed by the 
Republican party. But all of them, toa greater 
or less extent, have been identified with the 
„machine against which there is just now 
a popular protest. All of them, to a greater 
or less extent, are devoted to the “spoils 
system,” in the sense that the offices must be 
so disposed of as to strengthen the party, 
rather than with reference to their capable and 
dignified administration. All of them be- 
long to that class of politicians who set up 
the party above the country, and who accept 
partyism alone as synonymous with patriot- 
ism. All of them are inclined to protest 
against the exposure of party abuses as a spe- 
cies of fouling their own nest. All of them 
are identified, more or less, with the old 
system from which the people want to break 
away. Notone of them has developed any 
conspicuous qualities for prosecuting the 
corruptionists and ridding the party cf that 
class of vultures who look upon politics 
merely as a money-making agency. In lack- 
ing this positive and aggressive disposition 
to reform, these gentlemen lack, to some ex- 
tent, the quality which the people demand 
above all others in the Presidential candidate of 
to-day, and which alone can assure the success 


of the Republican party. The reform of the 
public service must begin with the election 
of a Chief Executive who shall have the 
character, discernment, and disposition to 
surround himself with none but good advis- 
ers, to remove from offices for cause only, 
and to appoint to office solely on claims of 
fitness and respectability. The people have 
made up their minds to elect such a man if 
he can be presented to them. Republican 
success is certain with a candidate represent- 
ing in full measure the demands for the re- 
form of the public service. But if the Re- 
publican party shall nominate a man whose 
action in this regard is in any way doubtful, 
its success can only follow upon the greater 
blunder of the Democrats in the same direc- 
tion. This is the chief consideration to be 
impressed upon the delegates to the Cincin- 
nati Convention, without regard to individual 
‘factions or local constituencies. 
THE CITY CERTIFICATES. 

Though the opinion of the Circuit Court 
on the city certificates, written by Judge 
McAuuistes, has been withheld from publica- 
tion till to-morrow to enable a further in- 
vestigation of certain circumstances which 
are thought to have been erroneously stated, 
there is a distinct intimation that these cer- 
tificates come within the constitutional pro- 
hibition except when drawn against a par- 
ticular fund for a special purpose. This is 
very different from the prevailing practice, 
which has been to issue certificates in a gen- 
eral way whenever money was needed either 
for current expenses or to redeem outstanding 
certificates representing taxes past due but 
uncollected. The decision is upon a made- 
up case, in which the Board of Public Works 
petitioned the Court for a mandamus com- 
pelling Comptroller Hayes to issue certificates 
for a stated sum to pay off an indebtedness 
incurred in March for cleaning streets. 
It was the most favorable form in which 
the right to issue these certificates could 
be presented. In the absence of the 
opinion itself, it is impossible to say whether 
or not it takes as broad ground as did that of 
Judge Zaxx in Springfield, who decided that, 
when a city had already exhausted the con- 
stitutional limit of indebtedness, it has no 
authority to issue these certificates, which he 
held to be the evidence of new and additional 
indebtedness expressly prohibited by the 
Constitution, But, if Judge McAuusren’s 
decision goes no further than to authorize 
the issue of certificates against a stated fand 
tor a purpose expressly contemplated in an 
appropriation already made, it will still 
change the character of these certificates 
very materially. Such adecision will exclude 
the issue of certificates to redeem out- 
standing and unpaid certificates, unless 
the payment therefor shall have been 
included in the preceding tax-levy ; and those 
who buy certificates will do so at the risk of 
the tax being collected, or, in the event of the 
non-collection, of the levy of another tax to 
cover the deficiency. This much latitude may 
enable the city to continue the working de- 
partments of the Government, instead of dis- 
charging them as Springfield did, but it will 
constrain the City Government to confine the 
issue of certificates to the items of the appro- 
priation bill, distinctly set forth in each cer- 
tificate ; and it will also necessitate the levy of 
a tax to pay the old certificates, if the city 
would avoid the disgrace of repudiation. 
There will bea default in payment in any 
event. Further speculation is useless until 
the full text of the opinion shall be made 
public. 
THE FIRST STEP TOWARD REFORMING 

THE CIVIL SERVICE. 

The English press does not find much en- 
couragement for reform in the political sys- 
tem of this country from the general outcry 
that has been made in both parties against 
the corruption represented by BxLxxAr. 
There are two reasons why this popular in- 
dignation lacks the elements of genuine and 
permanent improvement. In the first place, 
the indignation is rather against the indi- 
vidual corruption than against the system of 
which it is a natural product. In the next 
place, both parties, in dealing with it, seem to 
be actuated by partisan motives,—the Demo- 
crats to use it in their effort to displace the 
Republican party, and the Republicans to 
make it an opportunity for showing their ca- 
pacity and willingness to punish official of- 
fenders inside the party. This is the general 
sentiment of the English press, fairly reflect- 
ed by a recent article in the Pall-Mall Budget. 
It holds that the only radical reform is to be 
found in the inculeation of new political 
ideas concerning the Civil Service; that the 
punishment of corrupt officials, where cor- 


no more temptation to dishonesty in English 
office-holding than there is in the mercantile 
business of the country. The safeguards 
are as numerous and the checks as efficient. 
Corruption in any single instance does not 
require an uprising of the people to secure a 
correction, but is treated like any other ex- 
ceptional betrayal of trust; nor does it, when 
it occurs, create a suspicion that it is the 
common practice of the public service. 

It is exceedingly doubtful whether the 
Civil Service will be improved to any appre- 
ciable extent by the disgrace of BELXxAT. It 
seems to be generally felt that he only did what 
others have done and are doing. There is a 
vicious, dangerous, and degraded sentiment 
that it is no crimé to swindle the Govern- 
ment. This sentiment is a direct outgrowth 
of the spoils system. Itiattracts a vast army 
of men who are commonly and properly 
known as bummers. The office-holders, 
as a rule, belong to this class, whether they 
are of high or low degree, from Congressmen 
down to the Whisky-Gaugers appointed 
through their influence. The public service 
is regarded in no other light than ag some- 
thing for them to prey upon. The average 
Congressman defends what he calls his pat- 
ronage—that is his privilege of dictating a 
certain proportion of the appointments from 
his district—with more ardor and vehemence 
than he does any political principle or project 
for the common good. It is the exercise of this 
patronage which either returns him to Con- 
gress or defeats him. The whole scheme of 
office-holding is inherently wrong under such 
a system. Its very nature attracts the worst 
kind of men and repels the best kind of men. 
It is the most serious danger that threatens 
the growing prosperity of the country and 
the permanent success of popular govern- 
ment. Individuals who become too bold or 
show too little discretion in their disposition 
of the spoils or the improvement of their op- 
portunities may be dropped by one party or 
may furnish a pretext for another party to de- 
mand a change of administration; but after 
this has been accomplished the machine goes 
on very much the same as before, It will 
continue to grow worse, whatever party is in 
power, until there is a radical reform in the 
system itself. And the first step to that end 
(the only one practicable at present) must be 
in the election of a President who shall have 
the character, and courage, and associations 
to inaugurate an independent practice of 
calling the fittest men intothe public service, 
To provide such a President is to-day the 
highest mission of the Republican party. 


TRIFLING WITH THE PEOPLE. 

The dying Council is composed mostly of 
professional office-holders, who manage to 
live on the office of Alderman, to which no 
pay is attached, and without other visible 
means of support. The ruling passion is 
strong in death, and, notwithstanding the 
term for the retirement of this Council is 
passed, the unsalaried offices are so profitable 
that the Aldermen still want to hold on. 
They are doing this by means of a postpone- 
ment from time to timeof the canvass of the 
vote at the late election. This is an outrage 
on the people. It is trifling with the most 
important issue of the election, viz.: the 
choice of a new and improved set of Alder- 
men. The people expected, and have a right 
to demand, that the new Council shall Kake 
hold immediately. As long as the old Coun- 
cil continues to usurp the functions of the 
City Legislature, Column will continue to 
usurp the functions of the City Executive. 
Nothing can well be done in his case until 
the new Council shall be inaugurated. Mr. 
Hoyrne will delay action until the new Coun- 
cil shall indicate a preference for one of the 
two plans for ousting Convi,—that is, 
whether Mr. Horne shall demand the 
office, or the Council proceed to 
elect one of its own members. The 
old Council understand this, and they are en- 
deavoring to postpone the reckoning as long 
as possible. The present charter, deficient 
in many things, fails to appoint a day when 
the newly-elected officers and Gouncil shall 
assume their places, but the inference is that 
the vote should be canvassed immediately, 
and that the persons found to be elected 
should succeed at once to their offices.

That remedy is the reform of the Civil 
Service. 

The people of England are able from their 
own experience to compare the blessings of 
a well-organized Civil Service with the evils 
incident to a distribution of office by partyism 
or favoritism. The system which now ob- 
tains in this country was formerly the sys- 
tem in England, and the same abuses we 
now suffer were endured in that country. 
Bribery, corruption, and incompetence were 
once as characteristic of the management of 
public affairs in Great Britain as in the United 
States. Individual cases were then exposed 
and punished as with us at the present 
time, though more generally and efficiently, 
but these exposures did not correct the 
evils. It was not till an organization on 
scientific and business principies of the pub- 
lic service that there was a genuine purifica- 
tion. The benefits of this organization, which 
has become more and more efficient with in- 
creased age, now assure the same honesty 
and capability in the management of political 


trusts as in the control of private enterprises | 


under the officers of corporations. The Civil 
Service of Great Britain is no longer subject 
to the change in parties and the accidental 
integrity or corruption of the men who are 
inducted into office under the auspices of any 
particular regime; but it has a personnel 
fitted to the duties of public service by spe- 
cial training. Office-holding in England is a 
profession just as reputable as law or jour- 
nalism as a profession in this. The responsi- 
ble duties are well paid for, and are discharg- 
ed by men who have attained fitness by expe- 
rience im the subordinate grades. There is

broke out while the 


buildiog were so narrow that the exit of mem- 
bers of the chorus and supernumeraries was cut 
off, and the poor people crowded the windows, 
many leaping from them upon the bedding pi 
below by the inhabitants.

singer was visible for an hour in 
an upper window, bevond reach of heip. Four 
soidiers were killed and fourteen wounded in 
endeavoring to save lives. About fifty persous 
were badly injured. A leading singer, Mme. 
Pzys, entered the burning building iu search of 
her husband, and perished in the flames. 

The * dispatch from Paris says the 
theatre at Rouen continued to burn until noon 
yesterday. The fire was caused by s gas jet ig- 
oiting a curtain. In addition to the victims 
whose bodies have already been found, four 
persons died in hospital and four soldiers are 
missing. Twelve houses adjacent were destroy- 
ed. The total loss is estimated at $400,000.

Agrain firm in California, generally regarded as 
good authority, estimates that they will have in that 
State this year probably 1,000,000 tons of wheat, and 
certainly not leas than 800,000 tons. If the larger 
quantity, u will be nearly doubie that of last year. 
The prospects are excellent, the San Joaquin Valley 
being in unusually good condition; but there is little 
old wheat left in the State. 

“ Put it down to yourself” is now almost a stand- 
ing joke on ‘Change. A man goes into the wheat 
market and buys, or sells, as the case may be, & lot of 
wheat from a broker, who says on the conclusion of 
tlie bargain. Put it down to yourself.” The ides 
prevails in some quarters that these transactions are 
of the kind familiarly known as “ washes,” but this is 
a mistake. There are enough of bogus transactions 
on the Board, but in such cases the parties never ex- 
pose ther hands by such a remark as that quoted 
above, 

The case as it usually occurs is about thus: A com- 
mission merchant receives orders from several par- 
ties by telegraph or otherwise, some telling bim to 
buy, on their account, and some wanting sales made. 
Tbe commission merchant may hold several of these 
orders et the same moment. If he should set one 
against the other, in his own office, he would be open 
to grave suspicion of pocketing a double commission, 
while making « fictitious market. If he should 
enter the crowd to fill both orders, he would 
scarcely do justice to both, and  perbaps 
to neither, So he gives one order, or set of orders, to 
a broker, and may take the other himself. They enter 
the market independently, but one wants to sell at the 
market price, and the other wants to sell at the cur- 
rent market quotation. It may also occur that no one 
else is anxious to trade at that moment, and so the two 
transactions are made simultaneously and in an open 
manner, Both orders have been filled, and the bro- 
ker gets his commission on one transaction, while the 
settlement of the trades is left in the hands of one 
man, 80 far as the Board is concerned, 

This fact, that one operator may receive several or- 
ders from different parties to trade in different direc- 
tions, not infrequently causes confusion, even to those 
who ought to be well posted. They ses a man buying 
now, and five minutes sfterwards selling the same 
quantity, perbaps at u less price than he paid for it, 
and think be has lost his head and is going to the 
dogs. Or they see him give an order to « broker to 
sell, directly after which he goes into the crowd to 
buy, and they fancy be has a deep-laid scheme 
to bull the market that he may unload at a profit. Such 
schemes are undoubtedly concocted and carried out, 
sometimes; but not by any means in every case where 
u man is buying and selling st the same time for the 
same deliveries, Of course the buying for one month 
and selling for another, technically called “ 
over,” is a very different thing from that above re. 
ferred to, and not so liable to be misunderstood by a 
casual observer. :

Boyington, the well-known architect, to view 


plans which he had prepared for the new Coart- 
House, by adopting which the city and county 
could save a large amount of money. Though 
it may seem rather late in the day, Mr. Boving- 
ton has prepared his plans at the suggestion of 


® number of our most prominent citizens. 


His style of building is classic. It ap- 
pears beautiful and well-proportioned on paper, 


and sufficiently ornate for the space it is to oo- 
cupy in our busy, crowaed city. His porticoes 
are upheld by Corinthlan-capped columns, and 
suppressed domes at each corner of the build- 


ing iu the Italian style of architectare, elabor- 
ately treated, forman excellent and pleasing 


feature. The fronts on Washington and Ran- 


dolph streets will be alike, as well as those on Clark 
and La Salle streets. The design chosen is ex- 
ceedingly symmetrical, and an &0-feet wide 
giass-covered rotunda, 150 feet in length, 
with two balconies for speakers, will 
make an admirable mecting-room for 
over 4,000 persons, and, addin eries, could 
easily be made to hold 10,000. The feature of 


the building is the absence ofa dome and the 


substitution of two handsome town-clocks, 
which are to be run by ove set of machinery, 
connected by electricity. 
THE COST OF THE BUILDING,

sible. Having mentioned the exterior, it should 
also be said that the interior is complete in ev- 
ery detail, and even the dullest person can com- 
prehena the plans at almost the first sight. The 
following 1s 
A DETAILED DESORIPTION 

of the proposed building : 

The demgn is to cover the entire block of 
ground fronting on Clark, Washington, LaSalle, 
and Randolph streets, with entrances from the 
four centres of the block on each street, the 
steps of which commence te ascend at the in- 
side edge of the sidewalk or street line. There 
the steps are 79 feet front on Clark 
and LaSalle streete, and 74 feet front on 
Washington and Randolph streets. Broad stone 
steps pass upto half-landings between colon- 
nades of eight large fluted-stone columns and 
composite capitais on each front two stories io 
height. From the half-landings the passages 
to main or firet floor are through vestibules 
“4 feet wide to the grand stairways. The main 
walls of the building recede 25 feet from the 
street lines each side of the centre colonnades. 

At each of four corners of the building there 
are semi-circular pavilions flanked on each side 
with bold proj ng wings, 14 feet front, ex- 
tending the entire height of the building, fin- 
ished with four caryatides over the columns and 
crowned pediment. The corners of these 
wings are rusticated quoin-pilasters, with 
a window between them. The round pa- 
vilions are to be finished with four large 
fluted columns, two stories in height, which cor- 
respond in range to the centre colonnades. There 
are three large windows in the spaces between 
these columns on each floor. 

THE GROUND STORY 

upon which all these ranges of columns rest ts 
to be in a bold, massive rustic style. This floor 
will be about 3 feet above the sidewalk, and 12 
feet in the clear, with a sub-celiar beneath. 
This floor has ten entrances from the sidewalk 
so as to accommodate the various departments 
without ascending to the main floor. 

The centre portions of the colonnades de- 
scribed above have a balcony on top, which re- 
cedes back to another colonnade two Stories in 
height of Corinthisn columns, surmounted with 
large pediments, relieved with implements of 
science and industry in the tympan. 
The Clark and LaSalle street fronts have 
email turreta each side of the colonnades, topped 
with suppressed domes 144 feet high. The col- 
onpades on the Washington and Randolph 
street froote are surmounted with large dome- 
formed roofs, contracting to a size of 24 feet 
square, which form clock-sections, 180 feet high, 
decorated with pilasters and brackets. The base 
of these clock-sections has a large balcony, eu- 
tirely surrounding them, for the purpose of ob- 
servations, 146 feet above the sidewalk. The 

-sections are each surmounted with a dome, 
the top of which is 212 feet above the sidewalk. 
At this height, if it is desirabie,a fine watch- 
tower can be made. 

THE STYLE OF ARCHITECTURE 

is classic, and is designed to be of Athens (III. 
nois) stone. In the centre of the building there 
isa covered court 80 by 150 feet, floored over 
above the grand story with illuminated tile suili- 
cient to light the space below. The roof over 
this ground rotunda is to be iron-aroh-trusses, 
with uUlumivated tile covering and perpendicular 
side-lights for ventilation; also a series of ven- 
This covered rotunda will 
afford an abundance of light and venti- 
lation, but will accommodate a very large audi- 
ence upon any public occasion, and be a very at- 
tractive feature generally. All the floors are to 
be constructed with iron beams, brick arches, 
brick partitions, and marble-tile floors, with mar- 
ble wainscoting in all the corridors, and iron 
stairways throughout. All the exterior windows 
are to have rolling iron abutters and iron win- 
dow frames, and all the roofs to be covered with 
iron and slate, making the building positively 
fire-proof throughout. 

There will be a 

SUB-BASEMENT 
below the ground story, which will be used for 
fuel, heating, and ventilating purposes. The 
heating will be dy steam, mostly indirect, and 
forced into the roome by two large fans which 
can be used in warm weather for ventilation. 
This system is positive in ite action, and secures 
at once direct application of heat aud ventilation. 
For the escape of vitiated air eight large flues 
and numerous smaller flues and graies have been 
located sufficient to change the atmosphere in 
the most crowded court-room every five minutes. 
There will be two large steam passenger-eleva- 
tore, One in each half of the building. 
THE COUNTY HALF 

of the ground-floor is occupied by the Record- 
er's Department and vaults: Offices of the 
Sheriff, County Surveyor, County Superiotend- 
ent of Schools and Engineer's rooms, together 
with a number of spacious vaults. There are 
also public water-closets in addition to those 
connected with the rooms of the various depart- 
mente.

The Finance Committee w instructed to re- 


the Necessary Ordinance. 


As Judge MoAllister went upon the bench 
yesterday morning the Court-room was crowded, 
for it had become known that the Judge would 
decide the motion made on behalf of the Board 
of Public Works for a writ of mandamus upon 
the Comptroller. The prayer demanded that 
the Comptroller anticipate the taxes of 1876 due 
the city, and, by the issue of certificates, raise 
money to meet certain expenses of the Board of 
Public Works. Upon taking his seat the Judge 
stated that he had concluded to deny the motion 
for the writ, and nad written an opinion upon 
the questions of law involved, in which opinion 
his brother Judges concurred, except upon one 
point, and that as to the effect of an appropria- 
tion, and the necessity of an actual tax-levy to 
permit the anticipation of the revenues. He 
directed the attention of counsel on both sides 
to this point, and said he would delay the entry 


of the order denying the motion until to-day, to 
enable counsel to confer as to their mode of 
procedure in the premises. 

The opinion was then handed to the Clerk, 
who transferred it to the representatives of the 
press. Just as they bad gotten fairly under way 
in their copying, Comptroller Hayes, Mr. Goudy, 
and three other gentlemen entered the ante-room, and, 
taking charge oi the opinion, read it over critically.

Never,“ responded that gentleman, and he left the 
room. 

In anotber moment Judge ModAllister entered, ac- 
companied by Mr. Goudy, and stated that counsel for 
the motion had submitted two new authorities upon 
one of the points, and he, the Judge, felt bound to ex- 
amine them before submitting the opinion for pubii- 
cation. It might be that these authorities would alter 
the decision and result in a grant of the writ, and, un- 
der the circumstances, he concluded to lay the matter 
over for a day. 

A Tarisuns reporter, with plenty of time on his 
hands, looked after the matter, and learned that the 
opinion had been intrusted to Mr. Goudy, but no 
amount of exertion enabled him to learn the where- 
abouts of that gentleman. So the reporter sought

who seemed inclmed to look pieasantly on the mat- 
ter, and hope for the best. 

As to the sudden withdrawal of the opinion, Mr. 
Hayes said that in hurried writing a Judge sometimes 
used ambiguous upon which a false con- 
struction might be or upon which might be 
founded an argument as to the proper construction. 

The reporter asked him if such language had been 
used yin Judge in this case. 

Mr. Hayes was not prepared to say that it had been, 
but that tue Judge had seen fit to take his opinion un- 
der advisement. He said tne question involved had 
narrowed down toa fine point; the opinion decid- 
ed that, f the appropmation and tax-levy had both 
been made, then the money could be raised dy antici - 
pation, but until the levy had been actually made, no 
certificates could be issued. He admitted that the 
levy had not been made, and that, therefore, the 
Court woe Pee one against the issue of cer- 
tificates; but it wo only involve the loss of a week, 
for the Appropriation bill had passed, and the Coun- 
cil would authorize the levy at the next session. 

In the evening the reporter called at Judge McAllis- 
tern residence, and had a long talk with him as to the 
decision to be rendered to-day, which is lengthy, and 
of which an abstract only is given.

The first section of the ordinance of April 39, 
1875, embodies the same provisions in substance as 
the two statutes referred to. The second section en- 
larges the power confered by the acts of 1865 and 1869.

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INSURANCE. 


Annual Convention of the Natienail 
Board of Fire Underwriters. 

New Yorx, April 26.—At the aonval copven- 
tion of the National Board of Fire Underwriters 


$55,000,000, an increase of $2,000,000 over 
1874. The dividend on this capital a 

132 1-15 per cent. The total amount of pre- 
miums received during 1875 by the Ameri- 
can companies was $50,000,000, and by for- 
eign companies $11,000,000, a decrease of 
1 70-100 per cent as compared with 1874. The 
losses for the year past were $28,000,000, and 
the increase in the amount of risks assumed 
during 1875 is $290,000,000. The loss rate dur- 
ing the past year steadily increased, and remu- 
nerative rates should be adbered to. 

The report of the Committee on Incendiarism 
and Arson was presented. It shows that during 
the past year at least 35 per cent of the number 
of fires were caused by incendiaries, while fully 
55 per cent of the property destroyed was lost by 
the same cause. The report recommends offer- 
ing rewards for the, arrest and conviction of in- 
cendiaries. The fires for the year were 3,946, 
and were caused as follows: Defects, 868 ; 
matches, 214; spontaneous, 100; accidental, 
517; carelesaness, 777; miscellaneous, 343 ; un- 
known, 461; incendiary and supposed incen- 
diary, 398; petroieum in all its forms, 308.

A resolution was adopted condemning the 
law requiring companies to deposit certain sums 
with the State as security for policy-holders.
